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What i8 an island? 

A portion of iand surrounded by water. 

What is a peninsula? 

A portion of land almost surrounded by

What is an isthmus ? 

A neck of land which connects a peninsula 
to the main land. 

What is a promontory ? 

A high piece of land extending into the sea. 

What is a cape? 

It is the extremity of a promontory, or pe- 
ninsula. 

What is a mountain? 

A vast elevation of land. 

What is a coast? 

The edge of land bordering on the sea. 

‘What is a shore? 

The coast of the sea, or bank of a river.

What is a strait ? 

A narrow passage of water which connects 
two seas, or a sea and an ocean.

A nacrow part of the sea running up into the 
Jand. Branches of rivers are sometimes called 
creeks. 

What is a haven or harbour? 

A small part of the sea almost surrounded 
by land, where vessels may lie in safety.

What is an estuary or frith ? 

It is the widening of a river towards its 
month into an arm of the sea.

Q. Did man keep this commandment? 

A. No: he did eat of it, Gen. iii. 6. 

Q. What burt did he thereby bring on him- 
self andehis posterity ? 

A. By one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death passed upon, 
all men, for that all have sinned, Rom. v. 12. 

Y a. Did man incur any condemnation by this 
sin? 
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A. Yes; by the offence of one, judgment 
came upon all men to condemnation, Rom. v.18, 

Q. Did we thereby become depraved and 
impure, as well as guilty P 

A. Yes; for man is born like a wild ass’s 
colt, Job xi. 12. And David saith, Behold, I 
was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me, Psalm li. 5. . 


LESSON IV. 


Q. Did God leave man in this wretched 
state? 

A. No; for God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should wot perish, but have 
everlasting life, John iii. 16. 

Q. Did God give man any early promise of 
this P 

A. Yes; immediately after the full, God pro- 
mised that the seed of the woman should 
bruise the serpent’s head, Gen. iii. 15. 

Q. But how was this to be fulfil 

A. For this purpose the Son of yas ma- 
nifested, that he might destroy the works of 
the devil, 1 John iii. 8. And the Apostle saith, 
on condition of our obedience, the God of 
peace shall bruise Satan under your feet short- 
ly, Rom. xvi. 20. 

LESSON V. 

Q. But had the Son of God any existence 

before he appeared in the flesh ? 


A. Yes; in the beginning was the Word, 
K& 
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and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God, John i. 1.—And the Word was made 
flesh, John i. 14, 

Q. But was the Son from the beginning equal 
with the Father ? 2 

A. Peing in the form of God, he thought it 
not robbery to be equal with God: but made 
himself of no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a servant; and was made in the 
likeness of men, Phil. ii. 6, 7. 

Q. When the Son of God assumed our na- 
ture, did he possess the soul as well as the bo- 
dy of man? 

A. Yes; and it pleased the Lord to bruise 
him ; he put him to grief, aud made his soul an 
offering for sin, Isai. iii. 10.

Q. But did Jesus Christ by his sufferings 


make an atonement for every child of man ? 
A. Yes; we see Jesus who was made a lit- 


tle low 1an the angels for the suffering of 
death, ned with glory and honour ; that he

ERY MAN, Heb. ii. 9. 

Q. Is the guilt of Adam’s transgression there- 
by removed from all the human race? 

A. Yes: by the righteousness of one, (Jesus 
Christ) the free gift came upon ati mun unto 
Jastification of life, Rom. v. 18. 

Q. Are all saved then who die in their child- 
hood, before they know good from evil ? 

A. Yes: Jesus said, Suffer the little children 
to come unto me, and forbid them not; for of 
such is the kingdom of God, Mark x. 14.

Q. But on what terms does the Almighty 
gave those who know good from evil ? 

A. On cendition of repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ, Acts 
xx. 21. 

Q. Can none such be saved without repent- 
ance? 

A. Except ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish, Luke xiii. 3. | 

Q. What does God require as proof of our 
repentance ? 

A. Wash yot, make you clean, put away 
the evil of your doings from before mine eyes: 
cease to do evil; learn to do well, Isa. i. 16, 17. 

Q. But how can such depraved, helpless 
creatures, repent in this manner? 

A. God saith, I will poar out my Spirit unto 
you, Prov. i, 23.—And when he is come, he 
will reprove the world of sin, and of righteous- 
ness, and of judgment, John xvi. 8. 

Q. But how are we to obtain the aid of the 
Holy Spirit ? 

A. Ask, and it shall be given; seek and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you, Matt. vii. 7. 

Q. Butare we sure that the Lord will give 
us his Holy Spirit,if we frequently and sincere- 
ly pray for it? 

A. Yes: for he saith, If ye being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your children; how 
much more shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit unto them that ask him, Luke

Q. How often should men pray? 

A. David said, evening, morning, and at 
noon, will I pray, and cry aloud ; and he shall 
hear my voice, Psalm lv. 17. See 

Q. But is there not danger of hypocrisy in 
this ? 

A. Our Lord saith, When thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites are—but when 
thou prayest, enter into thy closet, and pray to 
thy Father which is in secret, Matt. vi. 5, 6. . 

‘Q. But if we continue to love sin, will it not 
hinder our prayers? 4 ; 

A. Yes: David saith, If I regard iniquity in 
mv heart, the Lord will not hear me, Psalm 
Ixvi. 18. rie ?

Q. What is the experience of a true peni- 
tent P 

A. He is ready to say, T know that in me

such P 

A. He saith, Come unto me al! ye that Ia- 
bour and are heavy laden, and I wil give you 
rest, Matt. «i. 28. 

Q. But will he receive them before they de 
any thing to deserve his favour ?

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A. Yes; he saith, Come, buy wine and milk 
without price, Isaiah lv. l. Again, to him that 
worketh not, but believeth on him that justifieth 
the ungodly, his faith is counted for righteous- 
ness, Romans iv. 5. 

Q. Is our salvation then suspended on our 
believing ? 

A. Yes; He that believeth on him is not 
condemned ; but he that believeth not, is con- 
demned already, because he hath not believed 
in the name of the only begotten Son of God, 
John iii. 18. 


LESSON X. 


Q. How can a person know when he be- 
lieveth in Jesus Christ? 

A. He that believeth on the Son of God hath 
witness in himself, 1 John v. 10. 

Q. What witness is this? 

A. The Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit that we are the children of God, 
Rom. viii. 16. 

Q. What fruit doth this faith produce ? 

A. Being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Rom. v. 1. fi 

Q. Does this faith produce any other re- 
markable effect ? 

A. Yes; whatsoever is born of God over- 
eometh the world; and this isthe victory that 
overcometh the world, even our rarrs, 1 John 


vy. 4.

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Q. Does he that lovetb the world more thar 
he loveth God, prove thereby that he hath not 
the faith of a Christian ? 

A. Yes; St. John saith, Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the Father is 
not in him, 1 John ii. 15. 

Q. What doth Christ require in order te 
prevent the inordinate love of this world? 

A. He saith, Lay not up for yourselves trea- 
sures upon earth, where moth and rust doth 
corrupt, and where theives break through and 
steal; but lay up for yourselves treasures in 
Heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth eor- 
rupt, and where thieves do not break through 
nor steal; for where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also, Matt. vi. 19, 20, 21. 


LESSON XI. 


Q. Is he who possesses this faith born of God? 

A. Yes; As many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his name; which were 
born not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God, John i. 12, 13. 

Q. Does this faith produce any change in the 
disposition ? ; 

A. Yes; Ifany man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature ; old things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new, 2 Cor. v. 17. 

Q. Is every true believer in a greater or less 
degree a new creature ? 

A. In this the children of God are manifest 
and the children of the devil ; whosoever doeth 
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not righteousness is not of God, neither he that 
loveth not his brother, 1 John iii. 10. 

Q. Is he then who committeth wilful sin des. 
titute of the faith of a Christian ? 

A. Christ saith, Whosoever committeth sin 
is the servant of sin, John viii. 34, 

Q. Is there any other scripture to prove that 
a wilful sinner cannot be a Christian ? 

A. He that committeth sin is of the devil— 
and, whosoever is born of God doth not com- 
mit sin, 1 John iii. 8, 9. 


LESSON XII. 


Q. What is sin? ~ 

A. Sin is the transgression of the law, 1 
Joho iii. 4, 

Q. By whom was the law given? 

A. The law was given by Moses, John i. 17. 

Q. Who gave the law to Moses? 

A. The Lord said to Moses, Come up into 
the mount, and be there; and I will give thee 
tables of stone, and a law and commandments 
which I have written; that thou mayest teach 
them, Exodus xxiv. 12, 

Q. Can any man be saved by keeping the 
aw? 

A. No; by the deeds of the law there shall 
be no flesh justified in his sight; for by the law 
is the knowledge of sin, Rom. iii. 20. And, 
whosoever shall keep the whole law, and yet 
offend in one point, is guilty of all, James ii. 10. 

Q. Wherefore then serveth the law? 

A. It was added because of transgression, 

EQ 
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Gal. iii. 19. | And, by the law is the knowledge 
of sin, Rom. iii. 20. 

Q. Is the law then intended to shew men 
their need of Christ ? : 

A. Yes; the law was our school-master to 
bring us to Christ, that we might be justified 
by faith, Gal. iii, 24. 

Q. Dowe not then make void the law through 
faith P 

A. God forbid; yea, we establish the law, 
Rom. iii. $1. 

Q. Are Christians then under an obligation 
to keep the law? 

A. Yes; they are not without law to God, 
but under the law to Christ, 1 Cor. ix. 21. 

Q. But does the scripture teach us to believe 
that Christians keep the commandments of 
God P 

A. Yes; Blessed are they that do his com- 
mandments, that they may have a:right to the 
tree of life, and may enter in through the gates 
into the city, Rev. xxii. 14. 


LESSON XIII. 


Q. Has God promised to do any thing more 
for faithful Christians in this life ? 

A. Yes; he hath said, I will sprinkle clean 
water upon you, and ye shall be clean; from 
ALL your FiLTuiness and from all your idols 
will I cleanse you. A new heart also will I 
give you, and I will put my spirit within you, 
and cause vou to walk in my statutes, and ye 
shall keep my judgments, and do them, Ezek. 
XXXvi.. 25,26, 27. 
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Q. On what conditions may Christians ex. 
pect to be sanctified wholly ? 

A. If we walk in the light as he is in the 
light, we have fellowshi» one with another, and 
the blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin, 1 Johni. 7. 

Q. What is the peculiar privilege of such a 
state? 

A. To fulfil this command, Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy mind, Matt.xxii.37. 

Q. What other privileges do they enjoy? 

A. To fulfil these commands, Rejoice ever- 
more; pray without ceasing; and in every 
thing give thanks, 1 Thess. v. 16, 17, 18. 

Q. What are their spiritual fruits ? 

A. The fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
long-suffering, gentleness, goodness, — faith, 
meekness, temperance—and they that are 
Christ’s, have crucified the flesh with the affec- 
tions and lusts, Gal. y. 22, 23, 24. 

Q. Does the scriptures make mention of any 
who had experienced this ? 

A. St. John saith, Herein is our love made 
perfect, that we may have boldness in the day 
of judgment; because as he is so ane we in 
this world, 1 John iv. 17. 

Q. But are not such to be still diligent, and 
grow in grace ? 

A. Yes; St. Peter saith, And besides this, 
giving all diligence, add to your faith, virtue ; 
and to virtue, knowledge; and to knowledge, 
temperance ; and to temperance, patience ; 
and to patience, godliness; and to godliness, 
brotherly kindness ; and to brother! y kindness,

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charity: For if these things be in you and 
abourd, they make you that ye shall neither be 
barren nor uafruitful in the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 2 Peter i. 5, 6, 7, 8. 


LESSON XIV. 


Q. Is there any possibility of a Christian’s 
losing his religion, and perishing for ever ? 

A. Yes; the prophet saith, The Lord is with 
you, while ye be with him: and if ye seek him, 
he will be found of you; but if ye forsake him, 
he will forsake you, 2 Chron. xv. 2. There are 
also maty other passages of scripture which ~ 
be this point, as Ezek. ill. 20. Heb. vi. 1, &c. . 
Heb. x. 26, &. Exodus xxxii. 33. 1 Tim.i. 19. 
Rom. xi. 20, &c. 

Q. But can a sanctified Christian fall away 
and perish ? 

A. Yes; the Apostle St. Paul said, I keep 
my body under, and bring it into subjection ; 
lest that by any means when I have preached 
to others, i myself should be a cast-away, 1 
Cor. ix. 27. 

Q. How are Christians to guard against this 
danger? 

A. Our Lord saith, Watch and pray that ye 
enter not into temptation, Matt. xxvi. 41. 


LESSON XV. 


Q. What are the particular duties which we 
owe to God ? 

A. David comprehendeth much of this duty 
in his advice to i son Solomon, saying, And 
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thou, Solomon, my son, know thou the God of 
thy father, and serve him with a perfect heart 
and with a willing mind: for the Lord search- 
eth all hearts, and understandeth aj] the ima- 
ginations of the thoughts; If thou seek him, he 
will be found of thee ; but if thou forsake him, 
he will cast thee off for ever, 1 Chron. xxviii. 9. 

Q. What else does the scripture say on this 
subject ? 

A. Whether ye eat or drink, or whatsoever 
ye do, do all to the giorv of God, 1 (or. x. 31. 

Q. But should we not fear the Lord ? 

A. Yes; The fear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of wisdom, Psalm cxi 10. And Solomon 
saith, Be thou in the fear of the Lord all the 
day long, Prov. xxiii. 17. 


LESSON XVI. 


Q. How should men spend the Sabbath day ? 

A. The Almighty saith, Remember the Sab- 
bath day, to keep it holy. Six days shalt thou 
labour, and do all thy work; but the seventh 
day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God ; in it 
thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, 
nor thy daughter, thy man servant, nor thy 
maid servant, nor thy cattle, nor the stranger 
that is within thy gates: for in six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and rested the seventh day; 
wherefore the Lord blessed the seventh day, 
and hallowed it, Exodus xx. 8, &c. 

Q. Hath the Lord been pleased to make any 
particular promise to those who keep the Sab- 
wath day? 
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A. Yes; the Lord saith, If thou turn away 
thy foot from the Sabbath, from doing thy plea- 
sure on my boly day, and call the sabbath a 
delight, the holy of the Lord, honourable, and 
shalt honour him, not doing thine own ways, 
nor finding thine own pleasure, nor speaking 
thine own words, then shalt thou delight thyself 
in the Lord, and L will cause thee to ride upon 
the high places of the earth, and feed thee with 
the heritage of Jacob thy father ; for the mouth 
of the Lord bath spoken it, Isai. lviii. 13, 14. 


LESSON XVII. 


Q. Have we any account in scripture that 
God ever punished: a Sabbath breaker in this 
life ? 

A. Yes; while the children of Israel were in 
the wilderness, they found a man that gathered 
sticks upon the sabbath day. And they that 
found him gathering sticks, brought him unto 
Moses and Aaron, and unto all the congrega- 
tion. And they put him in ward, because it 
was not declared what should be done to him. 
And the Lord said unto Moses, The man shall 
surely be put to death; all the congregation 
shall stone him with stones without the camp. 
And all the congregation brought him without 
the camp, and stoned him with stones, and he 
died; as the Lord commanded Moses, Num- 
bers xv. 32, &c. 


LESSON XVIII. 


Q. Hath the Lord threatened to punish tuose 
who take his name in vain? 
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A. Yes; he saith, Thou shalt not take: the 
name of the Lord thy God in vain; for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh his 
name in vain, Exodus xx. 7. 

Q. Is profane and unnecessary swearing any 
where forbidden ? 

A. Yes; our Lord saith, Swear not at all; 
neither by heaven, for it is God’s throne; nor 
by the earth, for it is his footstool ; neither by 
Jerusalem, for it is the city of the great King. 
Neither shalt thou swear by thy head, because 
thou canst not make one hair white or black. 
But let your communication be yea, yea; nay, 
nay; for whatsnever is more than these cometh 
of evil, Matt. v. 34, &e, 

Q. Is it any where else forbidden ? 

A. Yes; St. James saith, But above all things, 
my brethren, swear not; neither by heaven, nei- 
ther by the earth, neither by any other oath; 
but let Hh be yea, and your nay, nay; lest 
you fall into condemnation, James v. 12. 

Q. But is it not lawful to take an oath in the 
fear of God before a magistrate on proper occa- 
sions? 

A. Yes; then shall an oath of the Lord be 
between them both, Exodus xxii. 11. And 
therefore “t. Paul saith, An oath for confirma- 
tion is to them an end of all strife, Heb. vi. 16. 


LESSON XIX. 


Q. Hath God forbidden lying ? 

A. Yes; he saith, Ye shall not lie one to an- 
other, Lev. xix. 11. And again, speak every 
man truth with his neighbour, Eph, iv. 25. 
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Ce Whence does a lic originate ? 

A. From Satan; for he is a liar, and the fa- 
ther of it, John viii.44 | » 

Q. What will be the end ofimpenitent liars? 

A. All liars shall have their part in the lake 
which burneth with fire and brimstone 3 which 
is thesecond death, Rev xxi 8 

Q. Ts not tale-bearing a sin? 

A. Yes; The words of a tale-bearer are as 
wounds, and they go down into the inne: most 

arts of the belly, Prov. xviii 8 And again, 

Where no wood is, there the fire goeth out; so 
where there is no tale-bearer, the strife ceaseth, 
Prov. xxvi. 20. 


LESSON XX. 


Q. Is not pride a great sin? 

A. Yes; Every one that is proud in heart is 
an abomination to the Lord; though hand join 
in hand, he shall not be unpunished, Prov. xvi. 
5. And again, Pride goeth before destruction, 
and a haughty spirit before a fall, Prov. xvi. 18. 

Q. Is not self-indulgence a great sin? 

A. Yes; for if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die; but if ye through the Spirit do mortify the 
deeds of the body, ye shall live, Rom. viii. 13. 

Q. Hath God forbidden our imitating the spi- 
rit and practices of this wicked world ? 

A. Yes; he saith, Be ye not conformed to 
this world, but be ye transformed by the renew- 
ing of your mind, Rom. xii. 2. 

Q. Is idleness forbidden? 

A. Yes; the Lord said to fallen man, In the 
sweat of thy face shait thou eat bread, till thou 
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return to the ground, Gen. iii, 19. And again, 
ifany will not work, neither shall he eat, 2 
Thess. iii. 10. 


LESSON XXI. 


Q. What is the duty of children toward 
their parents ? 

A. God said by Moses, honour thy father 
and thy mother; that thy days may be long 
upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, Exod, xx. 12. 

Q. What hath he said by Saint Paul on this 
uty P 

é Children, obey your parents in all things; 
for this is well pleasing unto the Lord, Col. 
iii. 20. 

Q. What is our duty to the civil magistrates? 

A. Let every sou! be subject unto the high- 
er power. For there is no power but of God; 
the powers that be are ordained of God. Whoso- 
ever therefore resisteth the power, resisteth the 
ordinance of God; and they that resist, shall 
receive to themselves damnation, Rom. xiii. 
A582; 


LESSON XXII. 


Q. What is our duty toward the ministers 
of Christ ? 

A. Obey them that have the rule over you, 
and submit yourselves; for they watch for 
your souls, as they that must give account; 
that they may do it with joy aad not with 


grief, Heb. xiii, 17, 
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Q. What is the duty of servants toward 
their masters ? 

A. Saint Paul saith, Servants, be obedient to 
them that are your masters, according to the 
flesh, with fear and trembling; in singleness of 
your heart as unto Christ; not with eye-service, 
as men-pleasers, but as the servants of Christ ; 
doing the will of God from the heart; with 
good will doing service, as to the Lord, and not 
to men, Eph. vi. 5, 6, 7. és 

Q. And what is the duty of masters toward — 
their servants ? 

A. The same apostle saith, And ye mas- 
ters, do the same thing unto them, forbearing 
threatening ; knowing that your master also is 
in heaven; neither is there respect of persons . 
with him, Eph. vi. 9. 


LESSON XXIIif? 


Q. What is our duty toward our enemies? 

A. If thine enemy hunger, feed him ; If he 
thirst, give him drink; for in so doing thou 
shalt heap coals of fire (that is, melting love) 
on his head, Rom. xii. 20. 

Q. But may [ not return an injary? 

A. No; Saint Paul saith, See that none ren- 
der evil for evil unto any man; but ever fol- 
low that which is good, both among yourselves, 
and to all men, 1 Thess. v. 15. 

Q. is it our duty in the spirit of meekness 
to reprove sinners P 

A. Yes; thou shalt in anywise rebuke thy 
neighbour, and not suffer sin upon him, Ley. 
MikwI7. 
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‘Q. But what if he scorn my gentle rebuke? 

A. Reprove not a scorner, lest he hate thee? 
rebuke a wise man, and he will love thee, 
Proverbs ix. 8, 


LESSON XXIV. 


Q. ‘What is our duty in buying and selling ~ 
with one another ? 

__ A. If thou sell aught unto thy neighbour, or 
buyest aught of thy neighbour’s hand ; ye shall 
not oppress one another, Lev. xxv. 14. 

Q. Have we any general rule to govern us in 
these things ? 

A. Yes; as ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye also to them likewise, Luke vi. 
$1, 

-Q. Has Saint Paul given us advice relative 
to the.things of this world P af 

A. Yes; he saith, Godliness with content- 
ment is great gain.—For we brought nothing 
into this world and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. And having food and raiment, let 
us be therewith content, 1 Tim. vi. 6,7, 8. 


LESSON XXV. . 


Q. What is our duty to the poor? 

A. Our Lord saith, Give to him that asketh 
thee, and from him that would borrow of thee, 
turn not thou away, Matt. v. 42. 

Q. Is there any promise to them who remem- 
ber the poor ? 

A. Yes; he that hath pity upon the poor, » 
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lendeth unto the Lord; and that which he hath 
given, will he pay him again, Prov, xix. 17. 

Q. Is there any other promise.? 

A. Yes; Blessed is he that considereth the 
poor; the Lord will deliver him in time of 
trouble. The Lord will preserve him, and 
keep him alive; and he shall be blessed upon 
the earth, Psalm xii. 1, 2. 

Q. What is said of those who disregard the 
poor? ; 

A. Whoso stoppeth his ears at the cry of the 

or, he also shall cry himself, but shall not be 

eard, Prov. xxi. 15. 

Q. With what disposition and measure are 
we to bestow our charity ? 

A. He which soweth sparingly, shall reap 
also sparingly; but he which soweth bounti- 
fully, shall reap also bountifully. Every man 
according as he purposeth in his heart, so let 
him give; not grudgingly or of necessity ; for 
God loveth a cheerful giver, 2 Cor. ix. 6,7. 


\ LESSON XXVI. 


Q. Is there any proof in the holy scriptures, 
that the souls of the righteous are in a state of 
happiness during the interval between their 
death and the general resurrection ? 

A. Yes; our Lord saith, The beggar died, 
and was carried by the angels into Abraham’s 
bosom, Luke xvi. 22, 

Q. Is there any other proof of this? 

A. The Redeemer said to the penitent male- 
factor, To-day shalt thou be with me in para- 
dise, Luke xxiii. 43. 
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Q. What did St. Paul say on this subject ? 

A. He said, Lam in a strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart and to be with Christ, 
which is far better: Nevertheless, to abide in 
the flesh is more needful for you, Phil. i. 23, 24. 

Q. Where will the souls of the ungodly be, 
during that time? 

A. The rich man also died, and was buried: 
and in hell he lifted up his eyes, being in tor- 
ment, Luke xvi. 22, 23.

Q. But is it certain that men must die? 

A. It is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment, Heb. ix. 2% 

Q. But what will become of those who shall 
be found alive, when Jesus Christ cometh to 
judge the world? 

A. Saint Paul saith, Behold, I shew you a 
mystery; we shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be changed in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump, (for the trumpet 
shall sound) and the dead shall be raised’in- 
corruptible, and we shall be changed, 1 Cor. 
XV D1, 52; 

Q. Is it certain that all the dead shall be 
raised P 

A. Yes; the hour is coming, in the which 
all that are in the graves shall hear his voice, 
and shali come forth: they that have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life; and they that 
have done evil unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion, John v. 28, 29. 
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Q. How are the dead raised up? and with 
what body do they come? 

A. St. Paul saith, It is sown in corruption, it 
is raised in incorruption; it is sown in dis- 
honour, it is raised'in glory; it is sown in 
weakness, it is raised impower ; itis sown a 
natural body, it is raised a spiritual body, 1 Cor. 
xv. 42, 43, 44. 

Q. Is it not a dangerous error to deny the 
future resurrection of the body ? 

A. Yes; Saint Paul saith, Shun profane and 
vain babblings; for they will increase unto more 
ungodliness. And their word will eat as doth 
a canker; of whom is Hvmeneus and Phile- 
tus; who, concerning the truth, have erred, 
saying, that the resurrection is past already, 
and overthrow the faith of some, 2 ‘Timothy 
ii. 16, 17, 18. 

Q. Does not denying the resurrection over- 
throw the Christian religion? 

A. Yes; Saint Paul saith, But if there be 
no resurrection of the dead, then is not Christ 
raised ;\ and if Christ be not raised, your faith 
is vain: ye are yet in your sins, 1 Cor. xv. 13,14. 


LESSON XXTIX 


Q. By whom is the world to be judged ? 

A. God hath appointed a day in the which 
he shall judge the world in righteousness, by 
that man whom he hath ordained ; whereof he 
hath given assurance unto all men, in that he 
hath raised him from the dead, Acts xxvii. 31 
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Q. Is the Lord Jesus Christ the man here 
spoken of P| 

A. Yes; God shall judge the secrets of men * 
by Jesus Christ, Rom. 11. 16. 

Q Can any man be able to foretell when 
the da of judgment shall come? 

A. No; of that day and hour knoweth no 
man, no, not the angels of heaven, Matt.xxiv.36. 

Q. In what manner will the Judge appear? 

A. Daniel saith, I beheld. till the thrones 
were cast down, and the Ancient of. days did 
sit, whose garments were white as snow, and 
the hair of his head like the pure wool ; his 
throne was like the fiery flame, and his wheelsas 
burning fire. A firy stream issued and came forth 
from before him; thousand thousands minis- 
tered unto him, and ten thousand times ten 
thousand stood before him y the judgment was 
set, and the books were opened, Dan. vil. 9, 10. 


LESSON XXX. 


Q. Must all mankind appear before the judg- 
ment seat? 

A Yes; we must all appear before the judg 
ment seat of Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his body, according to 
that he hath done, whether it be good or bad, 
3 Cor. v. 10. 

Q. Has our Lord himself been pleaser to 
give us any description of that awful day ? 

A. Yes; he saith, When the Sen of Man 
shall come in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit upon the throne of 
his glory. And before him shall be gathered 
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all nations; and he shall separate them one 
from another, as a shepherd diyideth his sheep 
from the goats: and he shall set the sheep on 
his right hand, but the goats on the left, Matt. 
xxv. 31, 32, 33. 


‘LESSON. XXXI. 


Q For what will the righteous be commend- 
ed by the Judge ? 

A; Then shall the King say vnto them on 
his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world: For I was an hun- 
gered, and ye gave me meat; I was thirsty, 
and ye gave me drink; I was a stranger, and 
ye took me in; naked, and ye clothed me; I 
was sick, and ye visited me; I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me, Matt. xxv. 34, 35, 36. 

Q: What will the humility of the righteous 
incline them to answer F 

A. Then shall the righteous answer him, say- 
ing, Lord, when saw we thee an hungered, and 
fed thee? or thirsty, and gave thee drink ?— 
when saw we thee a stranger, and took thee 
in? or naked, and clothed thee ? Or when saw 
we thee sick or in prison, and came unto thee? 
Matt. xxv. 37, 38, 39. 

Q. And what reply will their gracious Judge 
be pleased to make F 

A. The King shall answer, and say unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me, Matthew 
xxv. 40. 
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LESSON XXXIL 

Q. What will be laid to the charge of the 
wicked on that day? 

A. Then shall he say unto them on the left 
hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into ever- 
lasting fire, prepared for the devil and his an- 
gels. For I was an hungered, and ye gave me 
no meat; I was thirsty, and ye gave me no 
drink; I was a stranger, and ye took me not 
in; naked, and ye clothed me not; sick, and 
in prison, and ye visited me not, Matthew xxv. 
41, 42, 43. 

Q. What will the pride and ignorance of the 
wicked incline them to answer ? 

A. Then shall they also answer him, saying, 
Lord, when saw we thee an hungered, or a- 
thirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or in 
prison, and did not minister unto thee? ver. 44. 

Q. How will our Lord explain this sin which 
will be laid to their charge P 

A. Then shall he answer them, saying, Ve- 
rily I say unto you, inasmuch as ye did it not 
to one of the least of these, ye did it not to me, 
Verse 45. 


LESSON XXXIII. 


Q. What gracious reward will God bestow 
en the righteous? 

A. Then shall the righteous shine forth as 
the sun, in the kingdom of their Father, Matt. 
xiii. 48. 

Q. Will they feel any weariness, want, er 
pain? 
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A. No; they shall hunger no more, neither 
thirst any more; neither shall the sun light on 
them, nor any heat For the Lamb, which is 
in the midst of the throne, shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of waters ; 
and God shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes, Rev. vii. 16, 17- 

Q. How will they be employed ? 

A. They sing the song of Moses, the servant 
of God, and the song of the Lamb, saying, 
Great and marvellous are thy works, Lord 
God Almighty; just and true are thy ways, 
thou King of saints, Rev. xv. 3. 

Q. Will their happiness be without end ? 

A. Yes; Ghrist saith, Him that overcometh, 
will I make a pillar in the temple of my God, 
and he shall go no more out, Rey. ili. 12. 


LESSON XXXIV. 


Q. What will be the end of the wicked ? 

A. The wicked shall be turned into hell, and 
all the nations that forget Ged, Psalm ix. 17. 

Q. Does the scripture describe the different 
characters of them that shall be so punished ? 

A. Yes; the fearful and unbelieving, and the 
abominable, and murderers, and whoremongers, 
and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall 
have their part in the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone, Rev. xxi. 8. 

Q Have we any particular account of their 
punishment ? 

A. Yes; the same shall drink of the wine of 
the wrath of God, which is poured out without 
mixture into the cup of his indignation; and. 
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shall be tormented with fire and brimstone, in 
the presence of the holy angels, and in the pre- 
sence of the Lamb, Rey. xiv. 10. 


LESSON XXXV. 


Q. Will their torment have an end? 

A. No; the smoke of their torment ascend- 
eth up for ever and ever ; and they have no 
rest day nor night, Rev. xiv 11 

Q. Is there any other proof of this ? 

A. Yes; their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched, Matt, ix. 44, 

Q. Is there any further proof? 

A. Yes; Abraham said to the rich man in 
hell, Between us and you there is a great gulf 
fixed; so that they which would pass from 
hence to yeu cannot; neither can they pass to 
us, that would come from thence, Luke xvi. 26. 

Q. Can you bring any more scripture to 
prove this point? 

A. The Lord saith to the impenitent, Ye 
have set at nought my counsel, and would 
none of my reproof; I also will langh at your 
calamity; 1 will mock when your fear cometh: 
when your fear cometh as desolation, and your 
destruction cometh as a whirlwind; when dis- 
tress and anguish cometh upon you: Then 
they shall call upon me, but I will not answer ; 
they shall seek me early, but they shall net 
find me, Prov. i. 25, 26, 27, 28.

IV. Remember that thou keep holy the Sab- 
bath day. Six days shalt thou labour and do 
all that thou hast to do ; but the seventh day 
is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God; in it thou 
shalt do no manner of work, thou, and thy son, 
and thy daughter, thy man-servant, thy maid- 
servant, thy cattle, and the stranger that is 
within thy gates. For in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, the sea, and all that in 
them is, and rested the seventh day: Where- 
fore the Lord blessed the seventh day, and 
hallowed it. 

V. Honour thy father and thy mother, that 
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thy days may be long in the land which the 
Lerd thy God giveth thee. 

VI. Thou shalt do no murder. 

VII. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

VIII. Thou shalt not steal. 

1X. Thou shalt not bear false witness against 
thy neighbour. 

X: Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s 
house, thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s 
wife, nor his servant, nor his maid, nor his ox, 
nor his ass, nor any thing that is his.

LESSONS 


DESIGNED TO EXPLAIN THE 
COMMANDMENTS. 


LESSON I. 


Consider, the law of God is a spiritual law. 
Therefore, all these commandments are to be 
spiritually understood. The first command- 
ment means, Thou shalt not think, believe, or 
own, any thing to be God but me. Thou shalt 
not fear any thing but me. Thou shalt not 
seek after or practise any abomination. Thou 
shalt not put thy trust in any creature. Thou 
shalt not love any thing but me, or for my sake. 
God likewise herein commands thee to believe 
in him, and acknowledge him in all thy ways. 
He commands thee to thank him for all thou 
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hast, and to make him thy only fear and dread: 
to be in the fear of the Lord all the day long, 
and to trust in him with all thy hea t. ‘To de- 
sire him alone; to rejoice in him always, and 
to ee him with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul. 

The second commandment teaches us, not 
to fancy that God is like the thoughts or im- 
aginations of our dark reason: It teaches us 
also, not to worship or bow to any image or 
picture, but to glorify God, both with our bodies 
and with our spirits. 


LESSON II. 


Tf we will keep the third commandment, we 
must never swear falsely or profanely; We 
must never use the name of God at all, but with 
reverence and godly fear. We must vot value 
ourselves upon his name, his covenant, or the 
knowledge of him in vain: that is, without 
profiting thereby, without bringing forth suita- 
ble fruit. We must pot cover over our own 
will, or passions, or designs,with the holy Name 
of God, of his truth, or his glory. 

By the fourth commandment you are taught 
to do no worldly business on the Lord’s day. 
But to spend it wholly in prayer, praise, hear- 
ing or reading the word of God, and other 
works of piety and charity. 

The fifth commandment teaches you these 
things: Show all lowliness and reverence to 
your father and mother, and do whatever either 
of them bids you. If need be, relieve them, 
and never let them want any thing you cam 
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help them to. Esteem the ministers who are 
over you in the Lord, very highly in love for 
their works’ sake. Obey them, and submit 
cc hg to them, for they watch over your 
souls. 

Obey Magistrates. Pray for all that are in 
authority. If you have a master and mistress, 
be obedient to them in singleness of heart, as 
unto Christ. 


LESSON III. 


The sixth commandment forbids, not only 
the killing or hurting any one, but all anger, 
hatred, malice, or revenge. It forbids all pro- 
voking words, all strife and contention, all 

luttony and drunkenness. 

‘The seventh commandment forbids, not onl 
all outward uncleanness, but inward lusts. It 
forbids also the using any thing merely to 
please ourselves. For this is a kind of spirit- 
ual fornication. 

The eighth commandment forbids, not only 
the taking from another what is his, either 
openly or secretly; but likewise the stealing 
from God (to whom all belong) either our af- 
fections, or our time, or our goods, or our la- 
bour, by employing any of them any otherwise 
than for him. 

The ninth commandment requires us to put 
away all lying, and to speak the truth from our 
heart. It requires us to speak evil of no man, 
but to put away all backbiting aud tale-bearing. 
It requires us also, to judge no man, in order 
that we be not judged ; but to leave every one 
te God, the Judge of all. 
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The tenth commandment requires us to be 
content with what we have and to desire no- 
thing that is unlawful. 


LESSON IV. 


These are those laws of God, so wonderful 
and holy, of which David speaks so often with 
love and admiration.— These all the Scriptures 
recommend as the spring of life, the light of 
the heart, the treasure of the soul: yea, our 
Lord calls them life everlasting, John xii. 50. 
These the Holy Spirit has promised to write 
in the hearts of those that truly believe in 
Jesus: they may all be summed up in three. 

1. To love God. 2 To love Jesus Christ 
himself, his cross, and his tribulation, his re- 
proach, the fellowship of his sufferings, and the 
being made conformable to his death. 3. To 
love our neighbour. Our heart therefore, should 
always be full of reverence for these. The love 
of these should be fixed in our minds. We 
should labour for this, by earnest prayer, by 
reading, and by meditating on the words of 
life, which are able to make us wise unto sal- 
vation. 


LESSON V. 


Tn a word: with regard to God, always live 
and act as a being in his presence. Remember 
he is continually looking upon you, and he will 

bring into judgment all you have done, said, or 
thought, whether it be good or evil. For al! 
which, you will be either rewarded or punish- 
ed everlastingly. 
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Never fail to pray to God morning and even. 
ing, as well before as after you eat and drink, 
Often lift up your heart to God at other times, 
particularly before any work or business. De- 
sire his blessing and help in it, and afterwards 
give him thanks. 

Hear the truths of God with attention and 
reverence, whether at home or at church. But 
do not think you have served God, barely be- 
cause you have heard them, or got them by 
heart. Pray to God to give a true understand- 
ing, and to enliven them by the workings of 
the Spirit. Pray him to give you an humble, 
submissive, simple, obedient heart. 

As to your father, and mother, and superi- 
ors: Pray to God for them, love and reverence 
them, obey them without murmuring, even in 
those things which do not please you, unless 
they be plainly sins. Do nothing without their 
knowledge, and without their leave. 

With regard to your neighbours and your 
companions, pray to God for them also, wish 
them as well as you do yourself; and do to 
them, as you would have them do to you. 

Do not dispute, do not contradict any one, 
do not talk unless there be a necessity. Do 
not seek to excuse yourself when you have 
done wrong, but be always ready to confess 
your fault, both to God and man, For God 
will not forgive your sin so long as you strive 
to excuse it.
